THE GOVERNMENT'S SCHEME. ° 


We must think Imperially of 
the future and our reconstruction, 
but as these depend on population, 
migration must be the keynote to 
our.programme. As was pointed 
out in The Daily Telegraph on 
July 15 last the British Govern- 
ment have offered to pay the feres 
for all the demobilised men of the 
Army, Navy, and Air Force, their 
dependents, and ex-service wo- 
men who have served for six 
months and. more im any of the 
various corps, such es the Waats, 
Wrafs, and Wrens, and widows of 
ex-service men, are equally 
eligible. 


The rnigration of women is 
specially clamant at the present 
‘time. Before the war we had a 
surplus of about one and a third 
million more women than men, 
and the war losses have brought 
the figure up to over two million 
excess females.” Overseas, in 
1914, the white males exceeded 
thé females within the Empire 
by three-quarters of a, million, 
against which must be placed the 
war losses of the Dominions of 

fover 100,000 men, and 50,000 
brides whom the Imperial troops 
are taking back as their 
“booty,” thus to secure the 
peaceful happiness in the fnture 
for which they risked their lives 
and their all in the war. Yet

‘IMPERIAL VITAL STATISTICS. 


Whenwe regard the British 
Empire as a whole, we realise the 
Imperial necessity for such 
migration. Overseas the survival 
rate of births over deaths is higher 
than at home, and people havea 
better prospect of healthy and 
happy lives. The homes being 
better, slums and workhouses 
absent, and # fuller life assured. 
the proportion of Al and C3 
persons is reversed in the 
Domisiionscompared with London 
end other great industrial centres 
at home. The improvement will, 
increase ag more women migrate 
to vhelp their fellow-women 
overseas, who are often hand- 
icapped with’ much 
especially when they have the 
care of a young family and possib- 
ly one or two farm workers (.who 
all “livein” overseas). The 
absence of class distinction, 
basements, and stairs wil! go far 
to counterbalance the drawbacks 
of leaving home. The war has 
given us 2 unique opportunity of 
seeing the potentialities of the 
development of the British race. 
‘One-third of the New Zealand 
troops were British born, end the 
proportion in the. case of the 
Canadians and Australians was, if 
anything, still higher; in average 
height and ‘build they were 
superior to similar units in the 
bome armies. As food, housing, 
and employment: will play ‘so 
great a ‘part in recohstraction, 
migration is agaiu an-—perhaps 
the—essential factor.

"Excessive drinking of alcoholic liquor is a curse to any nation. 
Few, if any, will deny that. But to say that a man who drinks in 
strict moderation is sinning, as some Church folk do, is sheer 
nonsense. We ‘do not think that any‘ Church has the 
right to dictate to a man what he shail and what he 

- shall ‘not’ drink, any more than it has the right to order 
him to abstain from .eating carrots or lichees. Teetotallers 
are fond of quoting statistics showing the tremendous amount 
of money which is yearly spent on intoxicating liquors—money, 
‘they say, which could be put to far better uses. We agree that it 
could be better utilised, but so could the immense sums spent on, 
say, lemonade and chocolates. However, human nature being what 
it is, there will always be people who will spend money on unessent- 
jale.

The question of the attitude of the Churches to total abstinence

’. the past Tt is still agitating certain religious circles, for we notice 
that it was recently raised at the-annual conference of the Wesleyan 
Methodist Church at Home. The matter was brought forward on a 


resolution by Mr. Walter Runciman, which expressed the view that, |} 


having regard to the direct - responsibility resting upon the Church 
of Christ for the destruction of the drink evil, it Tyas the duty of 
Christians to set an example of personal abstinence from the use of 
intoxicating liquor as beverages. An animated debate followed, for 
amongst. those attending the Conference were non-abstainers as 
well as teetotallers. The type of argument used by those supporting 
the resolution may be judged from the following observation made 
by Mr, Runciman :— What reason have we to tell people that they 
are going down to Hell through drink- if by -our example we do 
nothing to help them upwards 2”. As to the other side of the 
picture, one réverend gentleman said that the passing of the resolu- 
tion would be “ literally setting the dogs at a lot of honourable folk 
who are- members of the Wesleyan Church.”

FREEDOM OF BUSINESS. 


What most people overlook is 
that no-one has a right ° to de- 
mand change, whereas a business 
house can, if it chooses, ask- for. 
the exact amount of the purchase 
before parting with the article to 
be sold. Wise ‘business people 
always make an. endeavour to 
oblige their customers by giving 
change; it is the. general adop- 
tion’ of this practice which has 
made some people think that 
they can insist on its observance. 
But if circumstances arise, what- 
ever they may ‘be, which makes 
it impolitic for a business to 
give change, then obviously the 
firm must be given freedom to 
abstain frem the granting of it. Tt 
is not as if people were compelled 
to make purchases at certain 
shops; they can go wherever they 
choose to go, but they must 
concede to the shopkeeper the 
right to sell on whatever terms 
he thinks fit. A firm may be 
following a wise or an unwise 
policy in declining to give change 
or to accept notes. That: is 
entirely its own concern. The 
point is that every business man 
is free to dispose of what he

a telegram reading as follows:— ° 

“ The Commissariat for Forsign 
Affairs has learned with in- 
dignation of the arrest ‘of 
Mr. Martens its represetitative 
in New York. The Commissariat 
wishes to point out that all the 
diplomatic and Consular repre- 
sentatives -of the American 
Government in Russia, up totheir 
departure in September last have 
been treated by the 
authorities with the utmost cour- 
tesy in spite of the fact that since 
June of last year the American 
Government onenly sided, with all 
the Russian and foreign dark 
forces ranged against the workers 
and peasants of Russia with the 
sole object of crushing the great 
revolution ‘and restoring the 
-Tsarist and bureaucratic capita- 
ist rule. : 

“Even after American troops had 
landed on Russian territory and 
actually partaken in “military 
operations against the Russian 
labouring people not 2@ single 
American citizen has béen mo- 


lested in Russia. Moreover, Am-| 


erican officials and journalists 
have .been allowed admittances 
into. Russia and accorded every 
courtesy and all possible facilities. 
The arrest of Mr. Mattens is"the 
more. suprising and unjustified 
as he acted openly as the repre- 
sentative of Soviet Russia without 
calling forth any objection oF 
protestation on the part of ‘the 
Atierican Govetnment. . 

“The Russian .Government 
fears that his arrest may not be 
an isolated case, but form part of 
a general persecution of Russian 
citizens loyal to their people's 
Government, and demands the 
cessation of such persecutions 
and the immediate release of Mr. 
| Martens. ! , 

“The Soviet Government  ex- 
pects to bePaccordingly” informed 
at an early date and notyto be 
compelled reluctantly to take 
reprisals against American 
citizens to be found- on Russian’ 
territory.” . . 

In reply to this message, Acting 
Secretary Phillips cabled these 
instructions to the American 
Legation at Stockholm : 

“Please inform proper Swedish 
authorities at once as follows: . 

“The statement purporting to 
emanate from Moscow is wholly 
untrue. Mr. Martens has not 
been arrested, nor does this Gov- 
ernment contemplate any action 
law-abiding Russiaw 
citizens in’ this country. It is 
lunderstood that Mr. Martens 
claims official status as the re- 
presentative.ot a regime at Mos- 
cow which the United - States has 
not recognised as a Government. 
‘At the same time he is a German 
citizen, -having voluntarily: so 
declared himself when he enter- 
ed this country in 1916. 

“The Government has not for- 
gotten the unwarrantable arrest 
and ‘detention for months . of 
Consul Tredwell and the illegal 
and unjustifiable imprisonment 
under severe hardships of Vice- 
Consuls - Darri’ and Leonard,

“This punishment, moreover, 
he inflicted upon himself by his 
cowardly flight, and itis, there- 
fore, doubly bitter. I con- 
sequently agree with the increas- 
ing number of people in England 
and America who think that to 
try the ex-Kaiser before an Allied 
court of justice, after having 
forced the Dutch Government to 
give him up, wonld be to make 
a martyr of him, and to rehabili- 
tate him’ in his own and his 
former subjects’ eyes. |

A DANGEROUS FIGUREHEAD. 

“ There remains the question of 
preventing the ex-Kaiser's retara 
to power in Germany, which 


would mean a triumphant révival }} 


of Prussian militarism and a new

“ And here, I think, ‘the Eng- 
lish and American: critics of the 
of the Versailles Treaty are in- 
clined to be too optimistic. 

“Tt is perfectly true that the 
ex-Kaiser'is no Napoleon, whom 
it is necessary to banish to a 
distant island; he is not danger- 
ous in himself. But the very 
fact that William II..is-a pusill- 
animous weakling makes him an 
easy tool in the hands of persons 


to whose interests it is to restore 


him to.power. : 

“Prussian reactionaries will 
sooner orlater make a.determined 
effort to bring him back to Berlin; 
and his character is so tempera- 
mental and vacillating that they 
will have no difficulty in persuad- 
[ing him to embark on an adven- 
iture which hé would have neither 
the courage nor the enterprise to 
conceive by himself The ex- 
Kaiser is dangerous through his 
adherents ‘in Germany, and so 
long as Junkers, Pan-Germans, 
and militarists remains active 
there he will continue to be a 
Tmenace to peace. . ‘ 

“Now it seems to me quite 
posible to forestall this threaten- 
ing revival of Kaiserism in Ger- 
many without making a martyr 
or a hero of William II.

Baron .Goto, who ‘has been 
Minister of Commissions, Minis- 
terof Home Affairs, and Minister 


‘|for Foreign Affairs in Japan, 


recently visited anshester. 
Interviewed by .a representative’ 
of the Manchester Guardian, 
Baron Goto referred

“The leading men of many 
countries who gathered« at the 
Paris Peace Confernce,” he said. 
“were not very well 
acquainted with” the Chinese 
situation, and" even those 
spent many years 
in China do not: thoroughly 
That 
lack of knowledge gave rise to 
mistrust. and doubt of .all the 


affairs pertaining to China. The |" 


reason why I say that foreigners. 
including the people who’ have 


spent many years in China. do |} 


not ‘understand the situation, is 
because, even to those people, the 
motive of China in bringing out 
this question in Paris was not 
clear. Even the delegates of many 
Western countries did not under- 
stand the nature of the people 
who represented China at Paris.. 

China is now divided into two 
factions, ene of the South and 
one of the North; and of the three 
delegates who represented China 
lat Paris two wére southerners 
and the other ,was a northerner. 
The South has a Government of 
its own in Canton, but it has 
never been ‘officially recognised 
by foreign countries, and these 
two southern delegates belonged 
to the Canton group. ‘That is the 
reason why the single question of 
Shantung got sovmuddled. Any 


success which the opponents of { 


the Chinese Government-to-be 


might score they wanted to score- 


for their own political ends at 
home. That they -were not 
necessarily expressing the opin- 
ion of their home Government 
can-be known by the single fact 
that Japan and’ China concluded 
the agreement in. September of 
last year.” 

Baron Goto quoted the conten- 
tion that the treaty made between 
Japan and China in 1915 was put 
through under duress and 
coercion, and. that it was accord- 
ingly null and voidy and to the 
statement that China, by declar- 
ing war-against Germany, had 
abolished treaties which existed 
between China and Germany. 
“Tf what they said were true,” 
Baron Goto proceeded, “ how can 
they explain the following : facts ? 
In September of last year, after 
China declared war against 
Germany, China, of her own 
accord, -asked “Japan to open 
a negotiation for another agree~ 
‘ment. Their proposals then 
included the loan of twenty 
million yen, and concerned the 
release of the Japanese police 
from patrol dity on the Shantung 


‘railways and their replacement 


by Chinese police, and other 
matters. Jf the treaty, of 1915 
were null gad void, what would 
‘be the reason for asking Japan 
for another agreement? If all 
the treaties were abolished by 
their declaration of war against 
Germany, what would be the use 
of making another agreement’ in 
regard to the Germag rights iu 
Shantung? ‘It goes without say- 
ing that it was based on ‘the fact 
that they recognise the treaty 
between Japan and China in-1915. 

“Wow there is some talk that 
the Chinese are afraid that Japan 
will not carry out her promise. to 


return Shantung to China. And” 


this view is shared by some 
foreigners too. Japan - in her 
past international dealings has 
been very strict in keeping her 
treaty obligations, and has never 
had occasion to make apologies, 
forthe non-execution of treaties. 
It is my pride, that Japan has 
kept such a clean record in the| 
matter of treaties. “Now, it is 
clearly stated in the treaty be-| 
ween China and Japan in 1915 
Japan will eventually return 
Shanting. Japan has never been 
accused of breaking faith, and if 
Japan says “that she will return 
Shantung there is the slightest 
doubt that Japan will keep her 
faith’ °

The Honourable Sir Charles Parsons, presiding at a° 
British Association meeting at Bournemouth, in the course 
of an inaugural address, dwelt at length on the derelop- 
ments, during the war, of turbines, soundranging and listen- 
ing devices on land and sea, also efigineoring, elegtricity, 
ete. He remarked that there was no golden rule to secure 
cheaper electricity, bat fenerally speaking the best way ‘was 
by o widespread network of mains, The eletrification of 
tramways “and suburban railways in Britain had-been an 
undoubted success where the volume of trafic was justified 
by frequent service. The electrification of main lines would, 
save coal, but the economical success of such an enter 
prise would depend upon whether. the volume of traffio 
would be sufficient to pay yrorking expenses and provide 8 

satisfactory returm-on the capital invested. .

Since this suggestion experiments had been conduct- - 
ed by Professor Adams of the McGill University, Montreal, 
showing the scheme to be practicable in limestone to depth 
of fifteen miles and in granite to a depth of thirty miles. 
Sir Charles remarked that little at present was known of 
the earth’s interior except inferentially. He believed his 
suggestion if carried out wonld prove of inestimable ralae 
to science. , . :
